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he remarkable growth of Canadian studies during the past two 
decades has created a demand for basic reading guides to many 
branches of Canadian scholarship. Canadian studies programs have 
been established in numerous colleges and universities in Canada, and 
Canadian subjects are now taught in colleges, universities and institutes 
in some 25 countries. 

This Canadian Studies Resource Guide to Canadian geography is 
one of seven designed for readers first coming to a new area of study. 
Each is written by a distinguished specialist in the related field, and 
includes an introductory overview of the subject, a commentary on 
significant works, and suggestions for further reading. The series is 
complementary to three other directories published by the Canadian 
Studies Directorate of the Department of the Secretary of State on 
Canadian studies abroad, on Canadian, Quebec and regional studies in 


Canada, and on funding sources for Canadian studies. 
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Geography: 
An Introductio 


THE EVOLVING CONCEPT OF CANADA’S 
GEOGRAPHY 


In Canada, as elsewhere, the discipline known as geography has under- 
gone far-reaching changes in the course of the past 40 years. At the risk 
of oversimplifying, it is possible to identify three major steps in this 
evolution, each of which can be characterized by a single key word. 
Until the 1950s, geographers’ activities were directed by the need to 
inventory the resources within Canada’s vast expanse, which above all 
demanded better knowledge of the country’s physical and human 
environment. This type of activity is still being carried on in northern 
Canada. In the second phase, mainly in the 1950s and 1960s, Canadian 
geographers sought to refine their knowledge of the country by clas- 
sifying the features of its landscape according to regional divisions. The 
concept of region took precedence throughout this period of research, 
during which the goal was to identify the different regions and secure a 
better understanding of their distinctive features. Since the 1960s, 
geographers have been attempting chiefly to obtain a more satisfactory 
grasp of the spatial elements that make Canada a relatively integrated 


system. The main focus of research is interactions of all kinds among

the country’s various regions, as well as between Canada and other 


countries. 


THE SPATIAL ORGANIZATION OF CANADA 


The spatial approach that is now characteristic of Canadian geography 
presents the country’s architecture (or structural principles) in accord- 
ance with a number of dimensions, which, once placed in structural 
relationship with one another, provide a means of interpreting the 
diversity of Canada’s territory. Each of these dimensions corresponds 
to a specific geographic scale, and every such dimension also may be 
regarded as a gradient of exchange and interaction in space. 

A primary dimension of Canada’s architecture corresponds to the 
century-long occupation of the country by Europeans moving from 
east to west. This east-west gradient, originating in Europe, is the result 
of an incessant search for primary products (staples), from Atlantic fish 
to Pacific Douglas fir, as well as wheat, furs and petroleum in between. 
The Amerinds, who were the country’s first inhabitants, barely sur- 
vived this “‘settlement front’’ that was the carrier wave of European 
culture. This same culture adapted successively to the environmental 
conditions of the country’s major physiographic units: the Appalachian 
environment of the Atlantic; the St. Lawrence lowlands and Great 
Lakes region; the periglacial environment of the Canadian Shield, with 


its extensive coniferous forests and mineral wealth; the dry, treeless 


environment of the Prairies; and that of British Columbia’s mountain 
ranges, where snow-covered peaks are skirted sometimes by long, 
narrow valleys, and sometimes by plateaus suitable for livestock 
ranching. 

A second basic dimension of Canada’s geography concerns the 
ethnic duality of the country’s population. This duality has been 
embedded in Canadian institutions since the late eighteenth century 
when Upper Canada (now Ontario), and Lower Canada (now Quebec) 
were created, endowing the country with two main cultural regions. 
The origin of the first is southern Ontario which dominates English- 
speaking culture; the heart of the second is southern Quebec, which 
reaches out from a smaller base to the dispersed French-speaking com- 
munities of North America. Canada’s ethnic duality has served as an 
example to the country’s other ethnic groups desiring to preserve their 
culture. In addition to the variety of the Canadian landscapes, there is 
an ethnic diversity that increases from east to west. 

The third gradient of spatial interaction presents a contrast between 
the heavily industrialized St. Lawrence Valley and Great Lakes region 
and the vast regions of the East, North and West, where the predomi- 
nant economic activities are still the extraction and primary processing 
of raw materials. The urbanized corridor that stretches from Quebec 
City to Windsor constitutes less than two percent of the country’s sur- 
face area, but has more than 55 percent of its population. The corridor 


also accounts for more than 60 percent of the national income, and 


more than 70 percent of all jobs in the industrial sector. This concen- 
tration of industrial development makes Canada a hybrid country: it is 
both one of the leading industrialized nations, and one of the countries 
that exports raw materials which must operate within the volatile and 
fluctuating world market. 

The major population shift from country to city and from city to 
suburbs experienced by Canada since the early twentieth century con- 
stitutes a fourth basic dimension of its geography. This movement has 
been accompanied by the rise of what are known as tertiary economic 
activities, that is, the growth of trade and services, and the develop- 
ment of the consumer society. More than 70 percent of the 25 million 
Canadians live in urban conglomerations of at least 10,000 people, and 
these communities form complex hierarchies known as ‘“‘central 
places’’ which link trade activities in each region. 

The foremost of these central places are the three great Canadian 
metropolitan centres of Montréal, Toronto and Vancouver; together 
with the regional metropolitan centres of Halifax, Quebec City, 
Winnipeg, Calgary and Edmonton — Ottawa has a unique place as the 
capital city. These nine metropolitan centres are the focus of what are 
called quaternary economic activities, that is, those involving innova- 
tion and decision making. Each city is at the hub of its region, and 
progressively denser networks of air transport and telecommunications 
link them together to form the fifth dimension of the country’s geog- 


raphy. Canada’s metropolitan centres are profoundly different from 


those of the United States: by comparison, Canadian city cores are 
proportionally denser and their older urban districts more livable. 
However, these characteristics of Canada’s major cities do not limit 
trade or exchange of all kinds between this country and the United 
States. Quite the reverse, the “‘north-south interaction gradient’ consti- 
tutes the sixth and last basic dimension of the country’s geography. 
The United States has replaced Europe as the principal destination for 
Canadian raw materials, and many economic sectors are continentally 


integrated to a very high degree. 


A PARADOXICAL AND ORIGINAL COUNTRY 


Simply because of the shape of Canada’s ecumene — a narrow strip 
north of the border with the United States — the country’s future 
inevitably hangs in a delicate balance between north-south and east- 
west exchanges. With time and technological progress, the level of 
exchange increases in both directions; however, each region of the 
country, especially if more remote, is tempted continually to take the 
shortest route and strengthen its commercial links with the neighbour 
to the south. This trend is one of the major paradoxes of Canada’s 
geography. Until now, however, centripetal (notably sociopolitical) 
forces have prevailed over centrifugal forces — a fact which empha- 


sizes the uniqueness of the Canadian experience in North America. 


Ithough geography was not taught in Canadian universities until 

about a half century ago, it has made a contribution to our under- 
standing of the country. The work of some eminent early figures in the 
field will be examined, and then a few essential studies on the physical 
environment, historical geography, Canada’s regional structure, and 
the urban phenomenon will be mentioned. Lastly, a section will be 
devoted to a number of works that are noteworthy because of their 


comprehensiveness and insight. 


SOME EARLY GREAT NAMES 


The first authors who dealt with Canadian geographical problems were 
not Canadians. Indeed, a number of works dating from the 1940s have 
immense value today because they reveal how several great geog- 
raphers of that time viewed Canada. Four such works are particularly 
revealing. Griffith Taylor’s Canada: A Study of Cool Continental 
Environments (1947) is highly coloured by environmental determin- 
ism, while Pierre Deffontaines studied the impact of cold and snow in 
L’homme et U’hiver au Canada (1957). However, the physical environ- 


ment was not the only subject of interest. Canada’s place in the world 


and its interactions with the United States were brilliantly analyzed 
by André Siegfried, the French expert in political geography, in Le 
Canada, puissance internationale (1947). His countryman, Raoul 
Blanchard, offered a remarkable description of Quebec geography in 
Le Canada francais (1960), a synthesis of five books about Quebec 
published between 1935 and 1954. 


THE PHYSICAL ENVIRONMENT 


Canada is best known throughout the world for its rigorous climate, 
abundant water resources, and what Gabrielle Roy called the ‘‘vasti- 
tude”’ of its forests. In Climate Canada (1979), F.K. Hare and 

M. Thomas lucidly explain the dynamics of air masses that cause 
Canada’s climactic conditions, and their distribution across the 
country. Land forms are undoubtedly the principal components of 
landscapes, or so B.J. Bird hypothesized in The Natural Landscapes of 
Canada (1980), a work that describes and interprets the major geo- 
morphological and physiographical areas of the country. Canada’s 
position in the high northern latitudes means that nearly half the total 
area of the ground remains permanently frozen, with continuous 
permafrost occupying the most northerly quarter of the country. 

R. Brown studied the scope of this phenomenon in detail in 
Permafrost in Canada: Its Influence on Northern Development 


(1970). 


HISTORICAL GEOGRAPHY 


The highly characteristic features of the Canadian physical environ- 
ment are the subject of several of the finest studies in historical geog- 
raphy. R.C. Harris, for example, analyzed the form of land tenure 

and the cadastral system established by the French regime in the 

St. Lawrence lowlands in The Seigneurial System in Early Canada: 

A Geographical Study (1966). In Beyond the River and the Bay 
(1970), E. Ross described the Canadian northwest as it was in 1811 
immediately before the founding of the Red River farming colony in 
Manitoba, when the main economic activity in the area was the fur 
trade. This trade between the Amerinds and the Europeans in North 
America dates from the sixteenth century. The sociologist and his- 
torian D. Delage recently produced a masterly study of the subject 
entitled Le pays renversé (1985), which is particularly concerned with 
the dealings among the Dutch, the French and the English in the north- 
east between 1600 and 1664. The author shows how the “‘discovery”’ 
of America by Europeans was primarily a process of conquest by 
expropriation, wholesale destruction of wildlife, and even genocide. 
J.G. Nelson addressed the weakening of natural ecosystems, which are 
particularly fragile in western Canada, in Man’s Impact on the Western 
Canadian Landscape (1976). 


REGI ONAL STRUCTURE 


Regions and regionalisms are major themes in Canadian geography. To 
be sure, geographers have not been alone in addressing these concerns; 

in fact their interpretations of the country’s regional structure seem to 
be gradually converging, especially among those economists, sociol- 
ogists and historians who are influenced by the theories of H.A. Innis. 
Three works illustrate this tendency, which is more a quality of 
thought within the generation to which these geographers belong than 
a chronological trend. 

The first of these works is the most recent and is also the most repre- 
sentative of a strictly unidisciplinary approach, J.L. Robinson’s 
Concepts and Themes in the Regional Geography of Canada (1983). 
The author divides the country into six regions, describing each of 
them simply, clearly and with a wealth of documentation. Every 
chapter includes an excellent bibliography. Robinson’s work covers a 
substantial proportion of what geographers have written over the past 
20 years about the regions of Canada. However, Robinson’s approach 
remains somewhat limited by describing similarities and differences 
among various parts of the country in terms of physical environment, 
population distribution and economic activities. 

The approach adopted by D. M. Ray in Dimensions of Canadian 
Regionalism (1971) is quite different. Although this book was pub- 


lished a dozen years earlier, Ray makes a determined effort to under- 


stand the regional structure of the country, rather than merely slice it 
into a number of areas. The author’s notion of regional disparities 
replaces the search for similarities and differences among regions, as 
Ray seeks to identify the factors that constitute and underlie such dis- 
parities. An integrated analysis of Canadian census data enables the 
author to produce more than 60 tables and charts. Ray focuses on three 
factors that give rise to the disparities among Canada’s regions: the 
spatial aspect of foreign (particularly American) investment; the loca- 
tion of ethnic groups; and the distribution of certain economic indica- 
tors. Ray’s study is empirically powerful; it reveals a comprehensive 
interpretation of Canada’s regional structure. 

A more recent work deepens this understanding. It is a collection of 
writings entitled Heartland and Hinterland: A Geography of Canada 
(1982), edited by L.D. McCann, that is unmistakably closer to the work 
of the Canadian school of political economy inspired by Innis. It 
devotes a great deal of attention to the relations among different 
regions, almost invariably considering them in their historical context. 
The economic, social and cultural facts are viewed by several of the 
contributors from what Fernand Braudel has called a long-term per- 
spective. This book, whose second edition has now appeared (1987), 
contains what is probably the richest and most up-to-date interpreta- 


tion of Canadian geography. 


THE URBAN PHENOMENON 


In the course of the past 15 years, studies on urban geography have 
increased in number. This preoccupation reflects the rapid urbaniza- 
tion of the country since the Second World War — indeed, since the 
beginning of the twentieth century. Of the wealth of first-rate works 
written by scholars specializing in urban geography, three in particular 
clearly enunciate the dominant research themes. The first, a short 
work by Robert and James Simmons, Urban Canada (1974) strongly 
emphasizes the urban nature of Canadian society. Of all the subdisci- 
plines, urban geography probably evolved most rapidly in North 
America and in Europe during the 1960s. Robert and James Simmons 
skillfully incorporate these new analytic frameworks and concepts into 
their book and make them readily accessible. 

Another essential work in the field of urban geography is Main 
Street: Windsor to Quebec City (1975), by M. Yeates, translated into 
French as La grand’rue: de Québec a Windsor (1975). It offers a 
modern view of central Canada as an urbanized corridor that domi- 
nates the rest of the country. Yeates’ approach incorporates the inter- 
pretations of the country’s regional structure already referred to, and 
the book also makes good use of simple spatial analysis techniques to 
measure the level of ‘‘systematic’’ integration along the Quebec City- 


Windsor corridor. 


A third and more recent work seeks to demonstrate the major differ- 
ences between the cities of Canada and the United States. In The 
Myth of the North American City: Continentalism Challenged (1986), 
M.A. Goldberg and J. Mercer contend that the core of the Canadian city 
is denser and more alive than in the United States. The distribution of 
ethnic groups is much more varied because of more recent immigra- 
tion and “‘racial ghettoization”’ is much less prevalent. There is an insti- 
tutional factor as well: large-scale federal intervention occurred on a 


considerably smaller scale and much later in Canadian cities. 


COMPREHENSIVE INTERPRETATIONS 


A group work of substantial proportions, Canada, A Geographical 
Interpretation (1968), edited by J. Warkentin, was published on the 
occasion of the centenary of Confederation; an updated French transla- 
tion edited by L. Beauregard was published in 1970 under the title 

Le Canada, une interpretation geographique. Traditional in its 
approach, the work is divided into four parts: the first establishes the 
main features of the physical and historical setting; the second deals 
with six themes in systematic geography; the third consists of seven 
chapters, each devoted to a different region, and the fourth addresses 
subjects of particular interest such as metropolitan dominance, 


regionalism, and Canada’s place in the world. 


L.-E. Hamelin’s book Le Canada (1969), translated by I. Jackson and 
M. Storrie under the title Canada: A Geographical Perspective (1973), 
presents a view of the country structured around a few themes, each 
treated with great originality. The conclusion, “‘Une canadianité 
récente et contrastée’’ (Canadian identity, a recent and outstanding 
phenomenon) is particularly rich and subtle. 

Another important group work, Studies in Canadian Geography, 
was published in 1972 on the occasion of the International Geographic 
Union congress at Montréal. Edited by L. Trotier and six other Cana- 
dian geographers, the work is in six volumes, each dealing with a 
major region of the country. The originality of this series of volumes is 
due more to the interpretative analysis by the approximately 40 con- 
tributors than to any systematic and exhaustive reading of Canadian 
geography. 

Another group work, Readings in Canadian Geography (1978), 
edited by Robert M. Irving (presently in its third edition) contains 
27 chapters, several of which address crucial and frequently controver- 
sial issues: for example; separatism in Quebec as an issue in political 
geography, the impact of petroleum resource development on native 
peoples in the North, and native land rights. These studies show the 
relevance of geographical concepts in forming an understanding of the 
facts and in foreseeing the consequences of these issues. 

Nordicité canadienne (1975, 1980), another work of considerable 


interpretive scope by L.-E. Hamelin, is a virtuoso account of Canada’s 


North, which discusses the major problems of this immense region in 
terms that ultimately define Canada itself as a boreal territory. His inno- 
vative concept, “‘nordicity’’, “‘explains the level and polar status of 
thoughts and actions’’, as well as Canadians’ level of awareness of this 
huge, little-known region. Its English title, Canadian Nordicity: It’s 
Your North, Too (1979), captures the spirit of this essential work, 
necessary to an understanding of Canada. 

Hamelin’s book on the North demonstrates an interest of Canadian 
geographers which is not new, but is more systematic and offers a 
firmer theoretical ground for considering questions about the percep- 
tion of the environment, as well as spatial ideology. This resurgent 
interest in human geography as “‘the interior human landscape’”’ is cap- 
tured by two other books. The first, by C. Morissonneau, La Terre pro- 
mise: le mythe du Nord queébécots (1978), analyzes the mobilizing 
effect of Quebec’s ‘“‘northern project’’ in its various historical manifes- 
tations, from the settlement drive of the nineteenth century to the 
harnessing of the great rivers flowing into James Bay to generate 
hydroelectric power. The other, L. Bureau’s Entre l’Eden et 'Utopie: 
les fondements imaginaires de l’espace québécois (1984), is a flight of 
fancy that uses lively language and a hilarious tone to track the fluctua- 
tions between the edenic dream of a “‘primitive’’ America and the 
stifling spatial utopias inspiring the vagaries of state planning and 


development.

COMPUTER-BASED SOURCES 


Although no data base specifically 
concerned with the whole field of Canadian 
geography yet exists, much information is 
available online to researchers with access 
to a microcomputer or terminal and 
modem, or to an institutional mainframe 
computer. Fees and protocols for online 
search services vary widely; users should 
seek the advice of local information 
specialists (normally to be found at 
universities and national, provincial and 
large city libraries), and of the producer of 
the data base or the search service which 
provides access to the data base.
